He  claims  that  the  deficiency 
in  the  State  revenue  is  caused  by  the  closing 
of  rum  shops  in  counties  where  local  option 
is  in  force.  Wonder  if  the  learned  Senator 
makes  any  allowance  for  the  diminished 
coets  to  the  State  for  criminal  prosecutions 
in  the  courts  of  counties  where  the  local 
option  law  prevails.  If  he  does  not,  he 
should  read  the  Auditor's  reports  ami  see 
if  the  amount  saved  to  the  State  in  crim- 
inal prosecutions  is  not  greater,  by  two  hun 
died  per  cent.,  than  the  amount  lost  to  the 
State  revenue  by  the  closing  of  saloons. 
That  theory  is  too  thin,  Senator.  You've 
let  somebody's  interest  get  the  belter  of 
your  discretion. 


That  coal  is  bought  in  barges  in  this  city 
at  14  cents  per  bushel  and  sold  to  consumers 
at  25  cents  creates  much  talk  and  dissatis- 
faction; but  when  it  is  ktiown  just  how  the 
hing  works  people  will,  perhaps,  not  be  so 
much  surprised.  The  fallen  pay  14  cpnts 
per  bushel,  of  M  pounds — a  quarter  of  a 
cents  n  |»ound — and  have  to  remove  it  from 
the  barges  to  the  coal  yard.  Here  it  is 
screened  twice — one  fourth  of  it  being  trash 
coal,  and  very  unsalable,  one  fourth  nut 
coal,  worth  2  cents  less  on  the  bushel  than 
lump  coal— and  the  other  half  salable 
lump  coal.  It  is  delivered  to  consumers  at 
•Jf>  cents  per  bushel,  of  76  pounds — one 
third  of  a  cent  per  pound,  thus  affording 
■  profit  of  one  twelfth  of  a  cent  per  pound,  I  " 
or  six  and  a  third  cents  per  lm-hel,  which 
has  to  cover  the  expense  of  moving  the 
coal  twice  and  screening  it  twice,  to 
sav  nothing  of  the  loss  in  trasu  coal,  keep- 
ing scales  in  order,  paying  rent  of  coal 
yard,  paying  book-keepers,  salesmen,  weigh- 
ers, Ac.  It's  a  very  small  profit  after  all, 
and  our  people  have  little  reason  to  com- 
plain.

We  have  in  day- 
gone  by  mingled  our  voices  with  yours  in 
the  old  familiar  song  of  "Hold  the  Fort 
we  would  now  ''wave  the  answer  back'' 
yon  that  we  are  holding  it,  but  want  your 
re-enforcement,  or  we  niu-t  inevitably  lose 
the  ground  that  we  have  gained  in  the  last 
two  years. 

This  much  I  have  said  to  hurt  no  one's 
feelings,  but  simply  to  let  you  know  what 
must  he  done  to  insure  success  to  our 
cause.
